“Repeal of recapture for the fu- 
ture is not of much present im- 
portance, but there is likely to be 
little, if anything to recapture for 
some time to come,” he said. “Re- 
troactive repeal is of very great 
importance. There are better uses

He served one two-year term in 
the House of Delegates, 1909-11, 
from the Twenty-eighth Ward, suc- 
ceeding Dwight F. Davis in that ¢f- 
fice. In 1920 he was Davis’ cam- 
paign ‘manager in the Republican 
primary, when Dayis unsuccessfully 
opposed Selden P. Spencer for the 
United States senatorial nomina- 
tion. Gov. Hyde appointed him to 
the St. Louis Election Board in 
1921. Under Gov. Caulfield, he has 
been a member of the State Com- 
mission for the Blind. 

Holliday is a member of leading 
clubs. He has written verse, and 
has been in demand as a speaker 
in Red Cross and other public wel- 
fare campaigns. Mrs. Hollfday was 
formerly Miss Marjorie Plimpton 
Thornburgh, and is a sister of Lady 
Wilfrid Peek of England.

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PITIZENS URGE 
BOARD 10 STUDY 
HONOLULU CRIME 


of Territorial Legislature 
in January, 1933. 


By the Associated Press. 
HONOLULU, Jan. 19.——Resolu- 


tions urging appointment of a 
crime commission and provisions 
for policewomen in this city were 
adopted at a mass meeting under 
auspices of the newly formed citi- 
gens’ organization for good gov- 
ernment here last night. 

The crime commission would 
study the situation in Honolulu 
and report to the next regular 
session of the Territorial Legisla- 


ture in January, 1933. 
The meeting was called at’ the 


who said he wished to obtain more 
detail for a social and recreational 
program to combat crime. 

Col. Curtis P. Iaukea, former 
Secretary of the Territory, was one 


of the speakers. 
“We flare up like the, explosion 


of a voleano and demand law and 


order. and reform,” said Col. 
Taukea, “and then, like a volcano, 
we go back to slumber.” 

The meeting, attended by about 
350 persons, was the second since 
Joseph Kahahawai, accused of as- 
sault, was shot to death. 

Mrs. Harry Kluegel, chairman, 
discussed the forthcoming inquiry 
of the Assistant United States At- 
torney-General. “With whom will 
Seth Richardson affiliate and as- 
sociate during his Honolulu inves- 
tigation?” she demanded. ‘Will the 
investigators remain aloof from s0- 
cial connections in Honolulu?” 


Reapportionment Suggested. 


Public dance halls and motion 
pictures came under the fire of 
speakers, who asked that they be 
given closer supervision. 

Albion Clark, formerly a Hono- 
lulu supervisor, urged a reappor- 
tionment of the legislature to give 
Honolulu a majority vote in legis- 
lative matters. The Territorial 
Legislature, like those of some 
states, is controlled by the outside 
counties in spite of a great increase 
of population in metropolitan cen- 
ters in the past few years. 

Bryant Cooper, business man, 
declared “our reputation is due to 
the fact that our paid officials 
have failed \in their duties—and I 
mean it! This situation is the di- 
rect result-of an.administration lax 
in discipline and chock full of pol- 
itics.”” Cooper said he had no de- 
sire to change the present form of 
the Territorial government, but 
favored maintenance of law and 
order. | 

The Eawaiian Legistature con- 
vened in special session yesterday, 
inaugurated two bills to make the 
Police Chief and prosecutor ap- 
pointive instead of elective. The 
second reading of the bills today 
is in line with legislative leaders’ 
efforts to push them through in 
five days—the fastest possible ac- 
tion. 


Legislators Offer Proposals. 


Aroused by Congressional criti- 
cism of the recent series of major 
crimes on Oahu Island, territorial 
legislators added their own  pro- 
posals for reform to Gov. Judd’s 
program. 

Representative Edeb Low, mili- 
tant part Hawaiian, introduced a 
bill asking the Attorney-General of 
the United States and the Naval 
Affairs Committees of the Nation- 
al Senate and House whether the 
United States has the power to re- 
duce Hawaii to a “mere possession 
Or naval station or to an army post 
of the United States.” The blli 
was referred tothe Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

The Territorial Senate must act 
on the nomination by Gov. Judd 
of Maj. Gordon C. Ross of the 
Hawaii National Guard to succeed 
John C. Lane as Territorial High 
Sheriff and Warden of‘Oahu Pris- 
on. Lane resigned Saturday. 


Grand Jury Assembles. 


The grand jury was to be called 
into special session today, although 
City and County Attorney James 
F. Gilliland did not expect to pre- 
sent until Thursday the case 
against the Americans accused of 
slaying Kahahawail. They are 
Mrs. Granville R. Fortescue, so- 
ciety matron of New York and 
Washington; Lieut. Thomas Massie, 
U. 8. N., her son-in-law and two 
naval enlisted men.

desirable.” 

Reference was made to the near- 
by intersection of Grand boulevard 
and Olive street, “frequented by 
people of various types,”’ and to 
boarding houses and a dance hall 
in the same bidck, . 

The receivership suit was brought 
by Walter Smith, a former direc- 
tor of the Knights of Columbus 
Building Co. and holder of three 
shares of its stock. Smith is sec- 
retary of Columbus Circle, Inc., or- 
ganized two years ago by a group 
which withdrew from the Olive 
street building and purchased the 
old Columbian Club at Lindell 
boulevard and Vandeventer avenue. 
His petition charges directors of 
the Olive street building have been 
wasteful a a cya in its op- 
eration. 

Cites Alleged Extravagances. 

A. J. A. McGinnis, a trustee for 
the Lindell boulevard building and 
one of the minority group of the 
directors of the Olive street build- 
ing, who is supporting the receiv- 

ip action, was asked to enu- 
merate the extravagances of his 
fellow directors. 

“I think every 5 cents they spend 
is wasted,” McGinnis replied. “Ever 
since 1910 it has been understood 
that we needed a new building. 
and whatever money was accumu- 
lated would be used for that pur- 
pose.”’ 

Questioned by William O’Herin, 
attorney for the Olive street build- 
ing company, McGinnis said that as 
a director of the minority group he 
had opposed every suggestion to 
spend money to improve the build- 
ing, but thet other directors had 
ridden rough shod over his objec- 
tions. 

Guided by Luke E. ‘Hart, attor- 
ney for Smith, he then explained 
his objections were based on the 
conviction that the neighborhood 
was not suitable. Hart, supreme 
advocate of the Knights of Colum- 
bus national organization, is presi- 
dent of Columbus Circle, Inc. 

Decision to Seek Receiver. 

Smith mentioned as extrava- 
gances of the majority directors of 
the Olive street building the pay- 
ment of $3000 to an architect for 
drawing plans for improvements 
never made, an outlay of $3000 for 
a handball ceurt, seidom used, and 
the purchase of gymnasium equip- 
ment which is idle, he said, most of 
the time. He decided to seek a 
receiver, he testified, about last 
Christmas, when he learned that 
the directors had agreed to dis- 
tribute to stockholders a surplus of 
$20,090. He holds three shares of 
the stock. 

“I got my check one day,” Smith 
said, 
a special delivery letter asking me 
not to cash it.” Those seeking the 
appointment of a receiver ask also 
that directors be enjoined from 
making this distribution of sur- 
plus. The money, they  believ 1 
should be used for a new building.”

In an address later in the House, 
Cochran gave what he termed in- 
disputable evidence that “prohibi- 
tion has brought ruin to the Amer- 
ican farmer.” 

Department of Agriculture and 
Census Bureau figures show, he 
said, that the value of farm lands 
and buildings shrank from $66,316,- 
000,000 during 10 years of. prohi- 
bition to $47,879,838,358. 

Arguing for legalization of beer, 
he said: “We have it upon the au- 
thority of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, in his 1931 report, that for 
every dollar of taxes the American 
farmers paid in 1913 they had to 
pay $2.49 in 1929. The farmer will 
recall that among the many bene- 
fits promised for prohibition, great 
reduction in taxes was one. 

“There was presented to the Sen- 
ate committee on behalf of the War 
Prohibition Conservation Commit- 
tee a statement that 108,000,000 
bushels of grain were used in 1916 
in the manufacture of beverages. 


| It was shown that 80,000,000 bush- 


els were used in the manufacture 
of beer. . . One farmer cannot 
produce more than 1000 bushels of 
grain for the market in a year. It 
would, therefore, give full time em- 
ployment to 108,000 farmers to 
grow and market the grain. that 
was used in the manufacture of 
beverages in 1916. 

“Prohibition deprived farmers of 
a market for 1,296,000,000 bushels 
of grain since 1920.”’ 7 

Representative Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, told the Senate committee 
Chicago was the most “law abiding 
and sober city in the United States 
before prohibition, notwithstand- 
ing it had 7000 saloons.” 

Now, he said, the city has 70,000 
speakeasies. 

“I honestly believe,” he said, 
“that no city has suffered so much 
in the last 12 years due to prohi- 
bition, as the city of Chicago, for 
it has suffered not only in reputa- 


tion, but it has, been subjected to 
‘scorn and 


ridicule of the entire 
world.

MUNIPAL LODGER, 
UNDERNOURISHED, DES 


Inmate Since Nov. 28 Quoted 
as Saying He Didn’t Get 
Enough Food. 


Alexander Eickhammer, who had 
been a lodger and boarder at the 
Municipal Lodging House, 208 
North Fourteenth street, since Nov. 
28, died Saturday at City Hospital 
from chronic -heart disease, with 
“extreme malnutrition,’’ as a con- 
tributory cause. 

Eickhammer’s registration card 
at the lodging house records he was 
a lodger there every day except two 
Since Nov. 28. At that time he 
gave his first name as Albert, his 
age 63, occupation a laborer, and 
said he had been living in St. Louis 
for 13 years, giving his last address 
as 6208 Idaho avenue. 

At an inquest yesterday Deputy 
Coroner John J. Hurley, returned a 
verdict of death from chronic myo- 
carditis, or heart disease. No au- 
topsy was performed and Hurley 
said the verdict was based on the 
hospital information and the testi- 
mony of Henry Prehn, a clerk at 
the Municipal Lodging House, who 
with another employe and police 
were the only witnesses. The hos- 
‘pital report had not been received 
when the inquest was held. 

Too Weak to Leave Cot. 

Prehn described Eickhammer as 
a quiet, sober man. He said Fick- 
hammer went down into the base- 
ment for each meal as long as he 
was registered there but he could 
not say how much he ate. Satur- 
day morning, Prehn said, Eickham- 
mer was too weak to get up and he 
remained on his cot until 1:50 p. 
m., when, on Prehn’s advice, he 
agreed to go to the hospital, where 
he died three hours later. 

The police report records that 
Dr. B. M: Baird, in the hospital 
receiving room, pronounced LEick- 
hammer suffering from starvation. 

Dr M. Il. Hobbs, who took 
charge of the case, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: “I examined the 
man when he was brought inte the 
ward. “He was in an extremely 
emaciated condition. I asked him 
if he had been getting enough to 
eat and he said he had not. He 
told me that three months ago he 
weighed 180 pounds and he could 
not have weighed more thamt125 
pounds when I examined him. 

Bread, Coffee, Little Soup. 

“T asked him what he had heen 
eating, and he said, ‘some bread 
and coffee and a little soup.’ He 


ijwas thin. his skin was loose and 


dry, and he was very weak. He had 
a heart condition and a slight tu- 
bercular condition but the latter 
couldn’t have caused his death. I 
believe that malnutrition was the 
contributory cause of death and af- 
fected the heart condition,.the pri- 
mary cause. If, however, I was 
to sign the death certificate, I 
would want to make sure, by per- 
forming an autopsy, that heart dis- 
ease was the primary cause.”’ 

Charles F. Wenneker, superin- 
tendent of the Municipal Lodging 
House, said he knew Eickhammer, 
but could not account for his condi- 
tion, unless he did not eat. The 
lodgers without work and the fee- 
ble get three meals a day and 
those who work at odd jobs get 
breakfast and supper. 

Wenneker said breakfast consist- 
ed of a gruel or cereal, coffee with 
milk and sugar, .and four slices of 
bread. Dinner-consists of soup, cof- 
fee and bread, and supper, stew 
and bread. ‘‘How a man could be- 
come under-nourished with that 
fare I can’t understand,” Wenneker 
said. 

3313 Men Fed Daily. 

The average number of men fed 
daily is 3313 and those lodged, 1375, 
according to Wenneker’s records. 
During December, 96,458 meals 
were served and 41,277 lodgers 
housed. 

“If BEickhammer or any other 
man didn’t like the fare here or 
couldn't eat it because of his phys- 
ical condition,’”” Wenneker said, “‘he 
could have gone to the Sunshine 
Mission, the Nazarene Mission, the 
Volunteers of America, all in the 
Market street néighborhood be- 
tween Fourteenth and Sixteenth; to 
the Salvation Army at Third and 
Market streets; to Father Demp- 
sey’s place; to St. John's Episcopal 
Church on Saturday or the Cen- 
tenary Methodist Church, which 
serves three times a week.” He 
estimated 5800 or 6000 men here 
were homeless and had to be fed. 

Chief of Police Gerk said there 
was no reason why anybody should 
go hungry in St. Louis. “All any 
homeless or hungry man or wom- 
an need do is to approach the first 
policeman they see and relate 
their situation to him. The police- 
men will direct them to the proper 
relief channels.”’

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AIMS ENED AGAINST 
SURPLUS OF BANKRUPT 


They Were Filed too Late in 
Franklin County Coal 
Co. Case. 


The petitions in equity of the 
Burton Coal Co. and the Southern 
Illinois Coal Co. to share in a 
$5000 surplus in the estate of the 
bankrupt Franklin Coal Co., re- 
sulting from discovery of assets 
after a presumably final payment 
of allowed claims, have been de- 
nied by Referee in Bankruptcy 
Coles. 

The Referee upheld the provi- 

sions of the bankruptcy law that 
claims against a bankrupt must be 
proved within six months after 
adjudication and that any surplus 
after *payment of allowed claims 
shall go to the bankrupt. Frank 
E. Williams, representing the Bur- 
ton company, said he would peti- 
tion the United States . District 
Court for a review of the Referee’s 
decision, 
The case presents the following 
unusual set of facts: The Franklin 
company entered bankruptcy vol- 
untarily on May 15, 1928, listing 
the Burton company as a creditor 
for $5435, but failing to mention 
the Southern Illinois company. 
Neither the Burton company nor 
the Southern Illinois company filed 
a claim within the six-month peri- 
od. The estate last July paid 36.9 
per cent to creditors with allo ed 
claims totaling $4571.

Defective in 2 to 14 Pct. of 
School Children,.New York 
Specialist ‘Says.

From 2 to 14 per cent of school 
children have defective hearing, 
Dr. E. P. Fowler, president of the 


American Laryngological, Rhino- 
logical and- Otological Association, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter today 
at Oscar Johnson Institute. 

The percentage varied greatly 
with the location and nature of the 
school, he added. It is small in a 
prosperous neighborhood, and 
large’ in an impoverished \. neigh- 
borhood, or in an _ institutional 
school. And, emphasizing the 
need of a yearly examination of 
ears in the schools, he said that a 
considerable proportion of defec- 
tive hearing could be markedly 
improved. ee 

Dr. Fowler will return to New 
York tomorrow after three days 
spent here in studying equipment 
and research projects at the Insti- 
tute. He said he was deeply im- 
pressed by its “very original work. 
some of which was never before 
even attempted.” He is a member 
of the American Otological Socia- 
ty research ‘council, which spends 
$25,000 or more a year in support- 
ing workers of promise. 

Dr. Fowler to Conduct Clinic. 


He spoke last night at a meet- 
ing of the Ear, Nose and Throat 
Club at the University Club, and 
will speak tomorrow night at a 
meeting of the St. Louis League 
for the Hard of Hearing at the 
Park Plaza Hotel, Tomorrow aft- 
ernoon he will conduct a clinic at 
McMillan Hospital. Oscar Johnson 
Institute and McMillan Hospital 
clinics are the eye, ear, nose and 
throat research and teaching head- 
quarters of Washington University 
School of Medicine. 

“I want to emphasize the need 
for co-operation between the oto- 
laryngologist and the Leagues for 
the Hard of Hearing,” he said. 
“We distinguish between the dexf 
person, who has no hearing and ig 
adequately cared for, and the ‘deaf- 
ened’ person, who has impairel 
hearing and is shamefully neg- 
lected. 

“The Leagues for thé Hard of 
Hearing were primarily organized 
'as social clubs for the  afflict21. 
| The psychology of a deafened per- 
|Son is such that he .intuitively 
shrinks from social contacts. He 
draws back into himself, and is in 
danger of becoming a recluse. That 
is very bad, nof only for himself‘, 
but for his-family and children us 
|well. Not only that, but often he 
| will not go out and make a living. 
|He becomes a burden to himself, 
his family and his friends, and he 
| Knows it. 

Psychological Side of It. 


“It is the duty of the otologists 
and the Leagues for the Hard of 
| Hearing not only to see that deaf- 
| ness is prevented and alleviated hy 
| medical measures and proper hear- 
ing apparatus, and to see that the 
deafened person is not the prey of 
the charlatan instrument-maker or 
the quack doctor, but also to sce 
that he is remade psychologically, 
so’*that he may resume his place 
in society. 

“He should ,be aided in obtain- 
ing a position in the business world. 
Many positions can be filled by a 
deafened person better than by 
one with pérfect hearing. These 
include work like bookkeeping, 
' drafting or anything where concen- 
| tration is important, and work in 
j 


at 


noisy surroundings, where the deaf- 
ened person often hears better than 
a normal person, since his hearing 
is not masked by the noises about 
him and everyone naturally speaks 
louder in a noisy place. The em- 
ployment department of the 102 
Leagues for the Hard of Hearing 
has done wonderful work, and yet 
this field is hardly touched. 
“One of the primary objects of 
the leagues is the prevention of 
deafness. The first thing that must 
be done in this line-is the exami- 
nation of the hearing of all school 
children every year. This can be 
done only by use of an instrument 
called the 4-A audiometer, a ma- 
chine which reproduces the human 
voice Hike a phonograph, but in 
graduated intensities. As many as 
40 children, each listening through 
a telephone receiver, can be ex- 
amined at one time. Thousands of 
school children have been exam- 


cities all the school children are so 
examined. ! 

“The Leagues for the Hard of 
Hearing have established about a 
dozen clinics to which they are 
sending children whom they find 
to be deafened. But all this work 
is on a very small scale. It is done 
not only from the humanitarian 
standpoint, but to demonstrate the 
necessity of putting it into execu- 
tion on a large scale by the public 
health and schoo! authorities. 


Need for Treatment. 
“Children who are found with 
defective hearing must be exam- 
ined otologicallq. Unless we do 
something about their deafness, 
there is not much use finding it. The 
early detection of actual or poten- 
tial deafness will always be one 
of the most important methods for 
the prevention of deafness. The 
research work now going on in 


.|Europe and the United States— 


much of-it here in 8t. Louis—will 
be useless unless it is correlated 
with the clinical attack on diseases 
of the ear. 

“It is a remarkable fact that if 
we examine 10,000 school children 
we find, on the average, 60 below 
average normal in hearing, but 
only a fourth of these children will 
admit any prior history of ear dis- 
ease, although three or four may 
‘be totally deaf in one ear. 

' “The proper examination and 
treatment of deafened school chil- 
{dren has demonstrated that in more 
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than 60 per cent of the cases hear- 
ing can be improved and in more 
than 25 per cent can be markedly 
improved. Moreover, in a great 
many cases they can be so man- 
aged that the children can keep up

| Coaches Nyikos and White will 
be able to use their full strength. 
In early games the Washington 
combination ‘of letter men failed to 
function well, and, as a result, re- 
serves had to be used and the Bears 


lost six of their first seven games, 
including Valley Conference deci- 
sions to Creighton and Grinnell. 
But last Saturday night the Bears 
climbed out of the conference cel- 
lar with a 27-21 victory over the 
Oklahoma Aggies, and, moreover, 
gained the victory mainly because 
of the fine work of Maysack, Wise, 
Whitehouse and Steideman, all of 
whom had, in early contests, been 
tried and found wanting. 

The St. Louis team, winner in five 
of its seven games, has been intact 
almost all season, but there is a 
probable change planned with the 
substitution of Jim Shea for Frost 
to team with Arenz at guard. Oth- 
erwise, the Billiken lineup will be 
the same as in previous starts, with 
the brilliant Owen McCarthy and 
Captain Frank Kennedy at forward 
and Grandone at center. 

Both Have Fine Offenses. 

On the offense figures for the 
season, there is little to choose be- 
tween the contending teams. In 
seven games, the Billikens have 


.scored 188 points, for an average

BERLIN, Jan. 19.—The Govern- 
ment issued an emergency decree 
‘today increasing tariff .duties on 
‘exports from. countries which do 
‘not adhere to the gold standard.

Plant, in Operation, Found by 
Officers in Search of 
Stolen Goods. 


A 100-gallon still, 25,000 gallons 
of mash and 35 gallons of alcohol 
“were found by police yesterday aft- 
ernoon in a three-story brick build- 
ing at 217 Elm street, on the sec- 


ond and third floors above a ga- 
rage. 
Two former policemen, Henry 


Jost, proprietor of the garage, and 
his brother, .Edward Jost, 3215 
Rutger street, and a man who said 


he wus Amos Beard, 1445 Carr 
Lane, wero arrested. 

The still was discovered by offi- 
cers who said they had been in- 
formed there was stolen property 
in the building. As they were 
searching the garaze, they heard 
footsteps on the floor above and 
went up in an elévator to investi- 
gate.
